Both Premier Ernest Manning and 
Mines Minister N. E. Tanner are conscious 
of the fact that natural gas export hear- 
ings should be speeded up if Alberta is to 
get any share of natural gas markets out- 
side the province. 

This is clear from Mr. Tanner’s state- 
ment that he and the premier had discussed 
acceleration of the hearings before the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Conservation 
Board with the idea of getting actual work 
started on the pipelines. 

But while the matter has been discuss- 
ed, nothing has been done. 

Further hearings on various applica- 
tions for export are scheduled for Septem- 
ber 25, October 9 and December 4. 

This means, that under the most propi- 
tious circumstances, no permit to export 
natural gas can be issued before the begin- 
ning of 1951 at the earliest. 

In view of the fact that Texan interests 
are moving at a rapid pace to get Texas 
gas into the very areas Alberta gas would 
serve, the unduly slow functioning of Al- 
berta’s machinery of enquiry seems sure 


to lose millions of dollars for this province 
and to deprive oil operators of that extra 
revenue which goes into exploratory work 
in new fields. 


The Edmonton Bulletin has outlined’ 


three proposals which would prevent this 
calamity; 

1, That the scheduled dates of the hear- 
ings be advanced and brought closer to- 
gether. 

2. That the duration of the hearings be 
curtailed through instructions to the Con- 
servation Board to rule out prolonged evi- 
dence which is verbose, repetitious and 
possibly deliberately obstructive. 

3. That an export permit be granted to 
some applicant who has already made out 
a case without waiting to grant permits 
until all the hearings are over. 

Premier Manning and Mr. Tanner ap- 
pear to understand the urgency of the case. 

There is no apparent reason why they 
should not take some positive action along 
the lines suggested or along any other 
effective line, 


Discourteous to a Busy Board 


Hearing of evidence on the Miracle 
Mile project will begin again tomorrow by 
the Board of Public Utilities Commissioners 
whose chairman has said that the Board, 
expecting the sittings to last no more than 
two weeks, had made previous commit- 
ments for Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day of this week 

It must, indeed, be irritating 
frustrating to the commissioners, faced 
with a heavy volume of important work, 
when a hearing such as this one is made 
to drag out, week after week, through the
